Harmer,  Rooke  Numismatists  Ltd.  takes  great  pride  in  olfering  the  follow¬ 
ing  medals,  decorations  and  awards  from  the  Collection  of  the  late  Fiancis 
Cardinal  Spellman.  Every  piece  has  a  permanent  number  attached  as  oui 
guaranty  that  it  is  ex-Spellman.  Every  piece  is  mounted  in  a  suitable  mannei 
for  display.  Most  of  the  better  ones  are  in  the  Cardinal’s  own  special  Incite 
holder,  which  has  enclosed  within  an  ornate  hand-lettered  card  bearing  the 
Cardinal’s  Crest,  in  color,  plus  a  full  description  of  the  contents.  However, 

due  to  the  vast  bulk  of  the  collection,  some  pieces,  including  a  few  very  good 

ones,  were  unmounted.  We  have  mounted  these  on  an  ornate  5x8  handsome 

card,  making  them  suitable  for  display  etc.  These  pieces  also  bear  individual 

distinctive  numbers,  thus  documenting  the  entire  collection  as  the  Cardinal  s. 
Please  read  the  descriptions  carefully  so  as  to  differentiate  between  the  two 
types  of  mounting. 


The  following  group  of  Papal  Medals  commemorates  virtually  every  Pope 
who  ever  headed  the  Church.  Each  is  in  a  soft  plastic  mount  7x7"  with  Papal 
Scarlet  border,  and  is  mounted  next  to  a  3 Vi.  x  5 Vi  card  which  contains  the 
portrait  and  history  of  the  Pope,  in  Latin.  Cards  are  brilliantly  colored  in 
medieval  style,  painstakingly  illustrated.  The  medals  are  all  of  19th  century 
workmanship,  each  37  mm,  in  toned  bronze  and  with  high  relief,  each  a 
brilliant  combination  of  religion  and  numismatics.

Vatican.  Innocent  XI,  1679.  This  piece,  marked  “Opus  Hamerani”  was  called 
a  7  ducat  coin  by  Cardinal  Spellman,  and,  if  it  is,  may  be  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  extant.  Diligent  research  on  our  part  his  failed  to  turn  up  an¬ 
other,  or  any  trace  of  another,  leading  us  to  believe  it  to  be  a  medal 
rather  than  a  coin.  In  beautiful  high  relief,  the  reverse  shows  Saint 
Peter  seated  on  square  marker  of  some  sort,  which  is  dated  1697.  He 
faces  right  and  holds  a  Papal  Key  in  his  left  hand,  a  book,  possibly 
the  Bible  in  his  right.  Background  and  foreground  shows  trees  and  plants. 
The  Motto  “Non  Deficiet  Fides  Tua”  (Let  Not  Thy  Faith  Falter)  sur¬ 
rounds.  The  obverse  shows  Portrait  of  Innocent  XI  in  mitre  facing  left, 
with  legend  “Innocent.  XI  Pont.  Max.  An.  m”.  Possibly  unique,  very 
beautiful  and  rare,  weight  363  grain.

Cardinal  Spellman’s  “Short-Snorter”.  Assembled  during  the  years  of  World 
War  II,  when  the  Cardinal  earned  his  soubriquet  of  the  “W ar  Carcuna 
by  his  visits  to  the  battlefronts  and  hospitals  all  over  the  world.  Accor 
ing  to  then  current  custom,  dollar  bills  were  joined  together  end-to—en 
with  scotch  tape  and  the  signatures  ofcrewmates  aboard  ship  or  plane 
enscribed.  Whenever  possible,  the  autographs  of  the  famous  were  also 
added.  This  short-snorter  is  about  five  feet  long,  housed  in  a  one  piece 
lucite  mounting,  and  contains  seven  U.S.  one  dollar  bills,  one  U.a.  ten 
dollar  bill,  a  Moroccan  5  franc  note  and  an  Iranian  10  rial  note. 
Among  the  signatures  are  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  Winston  Churchill, 
Mamie  Eisenhower  and  General  Eisenhower,  the  Cardinal  himself,  Eddie 
Rickenbacker,  General  Mark  Clark,  plus  many,  many  other  Admirals, 
Generals,  and  other  servicemen.  Each  note  has  a  descriptive  card  beneath 
it,  showing  whose  signatures  are  to  be  found  on  that  note.  A  truly 
unique  and  very  personal  souvenir  of  both  Cardinal  Spellman,  and  World 
War  II.

”S4  Collar,  consisting  of  a  badge  (75  inm)  with  a  central  medallion  depicting, 
in  gold,  two  right  arms  grasping  knives  over  a  bowl  with  a  red  interior, 
and  a  document,  above  there  is  a  radiant  sun,  all  on  a  white  field 
encircled  with  red.  (The  red  enamel  is  chipped  from  7  to  12  o’clock, 
with  a  small  flake  missing  at  9  o’clock).  The  badge  is  set  on  a  red  and 
gold  Maltese  cross  with  blue  waves  and  gold  seahorses  between  the 
arms,  superimposed  on  a  multi— rayed  gold  star.  The  reverse  of  the  badge 
bears  an  enamelled  disc  with  the  arms  of  the  Philippines  Republic  in 
red,  white  and  blue  surrounded  by  the  legend  “ANCIENT  ORDER  OF 
SIKATUNA .  RAJA.”  A  stamped  inscription,  “EL  ORO’  J.  TUPAZ, 

Jr.  14  K.”  also  appears.  The  badge  is  suspended  by  a  white  and  green 
wreath,  and  a  scroll  inscribed  “COMMANDER  LAUREATE”  in  gold 
letters  on  a  blue  background,  from  a  chain  of  20  enamelled  and  pierced 
oval  medallions,  each  doubly  linked  to  its  neighbor,  two  with  the  arms 
of  the  Republic,  and  six  each  of  a  seahorse  over  waves,  a  radiant  half- 
sun  over  waves,  and  a  baton  on  a  scroll.  On  the  reverse  of  each  is 
stamped  with  the  maker’s  name  and  the  word  “STERLING”.  The  collar 
is  contained  in  a  silk  and  velvet  lined  wooden  case,  14"  x  22",  with  the 
maker’s  metal  cards  on  the  outside  of  the  lid  and  on  the  bottom  of  the 
inside.  Accompanied  by  a  two  page  parchment  document,  dated  Nov. 

28,  1956,  signed  by  Ramon  Magsaysay,  and  bearing  the  stamped  seal  of 
the  Republic,  conferring  the  decoration,  in  the  degree  of  “RAJA”,  on 
Cardinal  Spellman.  This,  the  highest  of  Philippine  awards,  is  seldom 
granted.  The  same  honor  was  given  to  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  in  1960.
